It  has  been  a  fascinating  task  to  gather  the  data  for 
the  hook.  I  have  visited  many  relatives,  written  many 
letters,  and  visited  many  cemeteries  for  the  purpose. 

I  have  tried  to  record  every  happening  correctly,  giv¬ 
ing  correct  dates.  Some  times  that  has  been  almost  im¬ 
possible.  Old  people's  memories  fail  and  they  do  not  al¬ 
ways  agree. 


I  have  observed  a  certain  order  in  the  arrangement. 
The  names  in  a  family  group  have  been  given  in  the  order 
of  birth.  Then,  beginning  with  the  oldest  child,  I  have 
given  the  history  of  each,  and  have  traced  its  descendants 
if  any  down  to  the  present  generation.  I  have  then  re¬ 
turned  to  the  next  child,  and  traced  its  history  likewise. 
That  arrangement  groups  into  sections  all  who  claim  com¬ 
mon  origin  from  the  same  child  and  makes  it  easy  to  see 
the  relationship  existing  between  various  members  of  the 
family. 

Most  of  the  book  deals  with  John  Nelson  Biard  and 
his  descendants.

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CHAPTER  I 


INTRODUCTION 

After  giving  a  considerable  amount  of  time  to  the 
study  of  the  question  I  am  convinced  that  the  Biards, 
Bairds,  Beards,  Bayards  and  Bards  are  all  members  of  the 
same  fainilv. 

It  is  said  that  the  name  is  of  Norse  origin  and  was 
probably  carried  to  France  and  Italy  by  some  of  the  fol¬ 
lowers  of  Rollo. 

One  Barte  or  Biard  came  to  England  with  William  the 
Conqueror.  The  Norse  meaning  of  the  word  is  “hard” 
“brave”  “strong”  “inconquerable.”  The  Welsh  or  Irish 
word  Bard  means  a  singer.  Hebrew  Baar  also  means  a 
singer. 

Our  name  seems  to  have  originally  been  Bard.  The 
English  and  Irish  branches  of  the  family  usually  spell  it 
Beard.  The  Scotch  spell  it  Baird  and  Bayard.  In  Holland 
it  is  Bayert,  and  in  ancient  New  York  documents  it  is  Baird, 
Biart,  Biard  and  Byard.  The  onlv  Biards  I  find  in  the  en- 
cyclopedia  are  French.  At  the  present  time  I  find  none 
who  spell  the  name  Biard  exc'ept  members  of  our  branch 
of  the  family.  Occasionally  an  individual  ‘  changes  the 
spelling  of  his  name  to  suit  his  taste. 

I  have  read  a  book  “The  Baird  and  Beard  Families”  by 
Mrs.  Fermine  Baird  Catchings  which  shows  that  she  has 
been  to  a  great  deal  of  time  and  expense  in  looking  up  the 
history  of  these  families. 

This  history  as  she  gives  it  is  substantially  as  follows: 

One  Biard  came  from  France  to  England  in  1066  with 
William  the  Conqueror. 

Ugone  de  Bard  lived  in  Aosta,  Italy,  in  1011.  Two  of 
his  sons  having  fallen  out  with  their  father,  left  Italy  and 
went  to  France  where  there  were  already  some  di  Bards. 
From  France  the  Bards  went  to  England,  1066,  and  from 
England  to  Scotland  in  1230. 

Several  heads  of  families  of  Bairds  went  in  1605  from 
Scotland  to  North  Ireland  where  their  descendants  were 
called  Scotch-Irish  Beards.  About  1617  many  Beards  and 
Bairds  came  from  Ireland  to  Amerida  settling  especially  in 
Pennsylvania  and  Virginia. 

Also,  they  came  directly  from  England  in  1635  to  Vir¬ 
ginia  and  in  1639  to  Connecticut.  They  came  from  Hol¬ 
land  to  New  York  in  1647  and  from  Scotland  as  early  as 
1683  settling  in  New  Jersey. 
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At  this  late  day  very  few  can  say  with  any  certainty 
from  which  of  the  early  settlers  they  are  descended,  and 
although  in  her  book  Mrs.  Catchings  traces  several  lines  as 
far  badk  as  she  can  go  nowhere  in  her  hook  does  she 
give  our  line  as  we  know  it,  or  any  branch  that  we  can  rec¬ 
ognize  as  being  probably  ours. 

The  only  Biards  or  Beards  positively  known  to  be  re¬ 
lated  to  11s  are  the  descendants  of  George  Biard  or  Beard 
born  in  1777  and  John  Nelson  Biard  born  in  1780.  They 
were  brothers  and  John  Nelson  Biard  was  my  great  grand¬ 
father. 

In  the  succeeding  chapters  I  have  given  the  history  of 
my  family  as  it  has  been  told  to  me  bv  relatives  and  learned 
from  family  records  and  inscriptions  on  tombstones.  I 
have  set  down  the  names,  and  the  history  of  each  so  far  as 
I  could  learn  it,  of  the  members  of  our  branch  of  the  Biard 
family. 
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CHAPTER  II 


HENRY  EIARD 


v  Henry  Biard  is  the  earliest  known  Biard  of  our  familv. 
My  grandfather,  Andrew  Jackson  Biard  said  that  he  was 
of  Scotch-Irish  descent  and  that  he  came  to  Virginia  from 
Scotland.  He  settled  in  Virginia  and  married  a  Nelson,  a 
sister  of  Thomas  Nelson,  Jr.,  who  was  one  of  the  Signers  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence. 

Henry  Biard  was  the  father  of  thirteen  children,  seven 
sons  and  six  daughters. 

We  do  not  know  where  or  when  Henry  was  born  or 
lived  or  died.  It  seems  probable  that  he  left  Virginia  and 
went  to  the  Yadkin  River  in  North  Carolina.  Daniel  Boone 
went  from  the  Yadkin  River  to  Kentucky,  and  it  is  said  that 
three  of  Henry’s  sons,  including  Henry  Jr.,  went  with  him. 
John  Nelson  Biard,  son  of  Henry  Biard,  married  Rebecca 
Stone  and  her  uncle,  Barton  W.  Stone,  was  educated  at 
Guilford,  N.  C.,  near  the  Yadkin  River.  So,  it  is  probable 
that  the  Biards,  Boones  and  Stones  were  neighbors  on  tne 
Yadkin  River,  N.  C.  Anyway,  Henry  Biarcl  or  his  sons 
went  from  Virginia  to  the  Yadkin  River  in  North  Carolina, 
then  to  Bledsoe  County,  Tennessee,  in  Sequatchie  Valley, 
then  to  Limestone  County,  Alabama.

Of  the  other  six  children  of  Henry  Biard  we  do  not 
even  know  the  names.  There  was  a  Thomas  Biard  in 
Gjeenbrier  County,  West  Virginia,  when  the  census  of 
1790  was  taken.  He  was  probably  a  son  of  Henry  Biard, 
named  for  his  uncle,  Thomas  Nelson. 

All  we  know  of  Henry  Biard  II  is  that  he  went  with 
Daniel  Boone  to  Kentucky  and  settled  Bardstown  in  Nel¬ 
son  County.  Two  of  his  brothers  whose  names  are  not 
given  went  with  him. 

Of  Archer  Biard,  son  of  Henry  Biard,  we  only  know 
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where,  and  when  and  how  he  died.  In  1833,  at  Helena, 
Arkansas,  of  cholera. 

Of  Welcome  Biard,  son  of  Henry  Biard  from  Scotland, 
we  only  know  the  name. 

One  daughter  of  Henry  Biard  from  Scotland  married 
John  Blair.  Nothing  further  is  known  of  her. 

One  daughter  of  Henry  Biard  from  Scotland  married  a 
Guinne.  She  seems  to  have  gone  with  her  people  in  their 
wanderings — from  Virginia  to  the  Yadkin  River,  to  Ten¬ 
nessee,  to  Alabama,  and  finally,  her  daughters  came  to  Tex¬ 
as  with  their  cousins.

William  A.  Beard  was  the  youngest  child  of  George 
Beard  (b.  1777).  He  was  born  in  Limestone  Co.,  Alabama, 
and  moved  to  Mississippi  in  1840.  He  began  life  as  a  day 
laborer.  He  supported  his  mother  and  two  sisters  until 
1842. 

He  served  throughout  the  Civil  War  in  Company  A, 
Thirty-First  Mississippi  Regiment.  He  surrendered  at 
Greensboro,  N.  C.,  with  Gen.  Johnston  in  1865. 

After  the  war  he  settled  down  to  farming.  He  came 
to  Texas  in  1871,  settling  in  Delta  County  near  Mt.  Joy  and 
Enloe.  He  owned  353  acres  of  fine  Texas  land.  He  had 
three  children  by  his  first  wife  and  three  by  his  last. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge.

JOHN  NELSON  BIARD:  b.  Jan.  15,  1780;  d.  1839. 

married 

REBECCA  STONE:  b.  Oct.  12,  1782;  d.  Feb.  18,  1848. 

John  Nelson  Biard  was  the  youngest  son  of  Henry 
Biard  from  Scotland.  He  was  named  Nelson  for  his  uncle, 
Thomas  Nelson,  a  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Indepen¬ 
dence.  I  have  not  learned  where  he  was  born  or  lived  in 
early  life.  In  the  year  1818  he  moved  with  his  family  of 
wife  and  five  children  from  Bledsoe  Co.,  Tenn.,  to  Lime¬ 
stone  Co.  Ala.,  where  he  reared  his  family  and  where  they 
all  married. 

In  1839,  when  the  first  Government  work  was  done  at 
Muscle  Shoals  on  the  Tennessee  River  in  Alabama,  and 
near  his  home,  he  went  there  to  work  and  was  killed.  His 
body  was  carried  home  and  buried  on  his  farm.  Years 
later,  his  sons  in  Texas  bought  a  monument,  had  it  shipped 
there  and  put  up  over  his  grave. 

Note. — Black,  or  Ripley  farm  later.  Near  Ripley  school. 

His  wife  was  Rebecca  Stone.  Her  parents  were  Eze¬ 
kiel  and  Jane  Stone.  Ezekiel  was  born  Nov.  24,  1756. 
Jane  was  born  March  29,  1761.  Both  died  in  1837.  I  do 
not  know  where  they  were  born,  lived  or  died.  Ezekiel 
Stone  was  a  brother  of  Barton  W.  Stone,  one  of  the  found¬ 
ers  of  the  (Campbellite)  Christian  Church. 

Barton  Warren  Stone  was  one  of  the  twenty  children 
of  the  son  of  the  Earl  of  Surrey.  He  was  born  at  Port 
Tobacco,  Maryland,  Dec.  24,  1772.  He  organized  the  First 
Christian  Church  at  Cane  Ridge  meeting  house  in  Bourbon 
Co.,  Ky.,  in  1804.  He  died  at  Hannibal,  Mo.,  Nov.  9,  1844. 
Later,  his  body  was  removed  to  Cane  Ridge,  Ky.  He  left 
two  daughters:  Amanda  W.  Bowen  of  Hannibal,  Mo.,  and 
Mary  Anne  Moore  of  Lexington,  Ky. 

Rebecca  Stone  Biard  had  a  sister,  Katy,  the  “Aunt 
Katy”  for  whom  Uncle  Washington  and  Uncle  Gaines 
Biard  named  several  of  their  grandchildren.  She  first 
married  a  lawyer  named  Robinson,  by  whom  she  had  sev¬ 
eral  boys.  After  his  death  she  married  John  Dunn. 

After  the  death  of  her  husband  in  1839  Rebecca  Stone 
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Biard  came  to  Texas  with  her  children.  She  died  of  pneu¬ 
monia  Feb.  18,  1848,  at  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Minerva 
Jane  Stephenson  in  Biardstown  at  the  place  where  Gerald 
Smith  now  lives,  and  was  buried  at  Antioch  Cemetery,  be- 
ing  the  first  body  interred  there.

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CHAPTER  VI 


THE  BIARD S  COME  TO  TEXAS 

The  father,  John  Nelson  Biard,  having  died  in  Ala¬ 
bama  in  1839,  the  mother,  Rebecca  Stone  Biard  and  most 
of  her  children  moved  to  Texas.  They  came  from  Lime¬ 
stone  Co.,  Ala.,  to  Lamar  Co.,  Texas,  where  three  of  the 
sons  and  one  daughter  settled.  These  were:  William  Wash¬ 
ington  Biard,  Andrew  Jackson  Biard,  John  Gaines  Biard, 
and  Minerva  Jane  Stephenson. 

I  have  wondered  why  they  chose  this  particular  loca¬ 
tion.  I  think  it  was  because  the  Wheats  were  already  here. 
There  were  six  of  the  Wheat  boys,  three  of  one  set  and 
three  of  another,  cousins  to  the  first.  Robert  Wheat  was 
a  brother-in-law  to  Andrew  Jackson  and  William  Wash¬ 
ington  Biard  and  was  also  a  Cousin  to  the  Stephenson  boys, 
one  of  whom  was  William  Stephenson  who  had  married 
Minerva  Jane  Biard. 

The  Wheats  came  about  1833.  Robert  Wheat  arrived 
in  Dec.  1832.  With  him  then  or  later  was  his  brother-in- 
law,  Charles  Raly  who  had  also  married  a  Finn.  They  had 
located  in  Red  River  County  near  Clarksville.  Then  in 
1836  William  Washington  and  John  Gaines  Biard  had  come 
out  to  Texas  on  a  prospecting  trip  coming  all  the  way  from 
Alabama  to  Clarksville  on  horseback.  They  were  then  un¬ 
married.  They  went  back  to  Limestone  Co.,  Ala.,  where 
both  married,  and  in  1846  they  and  their  families  moved  to 
Texas,  accompanied  by  a  number  of  relatives. 

Those  who  started  together  on  that  hazardous  journey 
to  the  wilds  of  Texas  were  the  following: 

1.  William  Washington  Biard  and  family 

2.  Andrew  Jackson  Biard  and  family 

3.  Alexander  Aiken  and  family 

4.  Jack  Aiken  and  family 

5.  Happy  Pridemore  and  family 

6.  William  Cheatham  and  family

It  is  said  that  there  were  seven  families  but  I  do  not 
know  who  the  other  was. 

William  Cheatham,  Aunt  Jane  Skidmore’s  father,  had 
married  an  Aiken,  a  sister  to  Alex  and  Jack  Aiken.  Alex

Aiken’s  wife  was  a  sister  to  WTm.  Washington  and  A.  Jack- 
son  Biard.  Happy  Pridemore  and  her  sister,  Henrietta, 
were  cousins  to  the  Biards.  Henrietta  was  Jack  Aiken’s 
wife.  So  it  was  a  family  party  that  embarked  on  the  Ten¬ 
nessee  River  in  Limestone  Co.,  Ala.,  in  the  spring  of  1846. 

They  procured  a  flatboat  and  loaded  it  with  all  their 
earthly  possessions  even  to  some  chickens,  cows,  at  least 
one  pony  and  a  wagon.  They  traveled  down  the  Tennessee 
to  the  Ohio,  down  the  Ohio  to  where  it  joined  the  Missis¬ 
sippi,  down  the  Mississippi  to  the  mouth  of  Red  River,  then 
up  Red  as  far  as  they  could  go. 

They  were  four  months  on  the  way  and  had  some  mis¬ 
haps.  One  day  one  of  the  children,  Matilda  Ann  Biard, 
tumbled  off  the  boat  into  the  Red  River.  Her  brother, 
James,  grabbed  her  immediately  and  pulled  her  back  into 
the  boat  without  anv  harm  resulting.  Thev  would  run  on 
to  a  sandbar  and  have  to  stay  some  time  before  they  could 
manage  to  get  off.  Time  and  again  that  happened.  Final¬ 
ly  they  reached  the  mouth  of  Mill  Creek  on  Red  River 
which  is  near  Joel  Gunn’s  farm  in  Bowie  County. 

There  they  ran  on  to  a  sand  bar  and  stayed  three 
weeks.  At  last  they  got  word  of  their  plight  to  Robert 
Wheat  and  Charles  Raly  who  were  brothers-in-law  to  A. 
Jadkson  and  Wm.  Washington  Biard  and  who  lived  in 
Clarksville.  They  came  with  wagons  and  carried  the  mov¬ 
ers  to  Red  River  County  where  they  stopped  and  made  one 
crop.  Meanwhile  they  sold  their  flat-boat,  and  the  Biard 
brothers  bought  from  Robert  Wheat  some  land  which  he 
had  selected  for  them  and  bought  from  the  Republic  of 
Texas,  Nov.  7,  1845.  That  land  was  in  Lamar  County  and 
they  moved  to  it  the  following  fall. 

The  nearest  I  can  come  to  fixing  the  date  of  the  trip 
to  Texas  is  this:  A.  J.  Biard  buried  a  child  in  Alabama, 
Feb.  24,  1846,  and  S.  H.  Biard  was  born  at  Clarksville,  Aug. 
27,  1846.  So  they  came  between  those  dates. 

In  the  year  1846  or  1847  John  Gaines  Biard  and  family 
and  his  sister,  Minerva  Jane  Stephenson  and  family  came 
from  Alabama  to  Lamar  County,  Texas.  Minerva  Stephen¬ 
son  settled  on  that  same  piece  of  Wheat  land  that  her 
brothers  had  but  I  do  not  know  where  John  Gaines  Biard 
first  lived. 

Not  all  the  flat-boat  party  reached  Lamar  County, 
though.  Happy  Pridemore  and  her  husband  left  the  others 
at  some  place  in  Louisiana  and  made  their  home  there. 
They  never  came  to  Texas.  Jack  and  Alex  Aiken  and  their 
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families  slopped  near  Marshall,  Texas,  and  lived  and  died 
there.  It  seems  that  Rebecca  Stone  Biard  stopped  at  Mar¬ 
shall,  too,  with  her  daughter,  Matilda  Aiken,  but  in  a  year 
more  or  less  she  came  to  Lamar  County  for  she  died  here 
Feb.  18,  1848,  at  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Minerva  Jane 
Stephenson.

WILLIAM  WASHINGTON  BIARD 

WILLIAM  WASHINGTON  BIARD:  b.  Sept.  10,  1812;  d. 
February  7.  1892.  at  Biardstown.  Texas, 
married,  Dec.  17,  1840  in  Limestone  Co..  Ala. 
AMANDA  MENIFEE  FINN:  b.  Feb.  11,  1819;  d.  Jan.  7, 
1899. 

William  Washington  Biard  was  the  second  son  and 
third  child  of  John  Nelson  Biard.  He  moved  with  his 
parents  from  Bledsoe  Co.,  Tenn.,  to  Limestone  Co.  Ala.,  in 

1818. 

In  1836  he  first  came  to  Texas, 'coming  all  the  way  on 
horseback  and  accompanied  by  his  brother,  John  Gaines 
Biard,  and  Jim  Isom’s  father. 

They  seem  to  have  stopped  at  Clarksville  in  Red  River 
Co.,  and  in  1838  they  built  the  first  church  house  ever  built 

4/ 

in  that  place. 

Returning  to  Alabama  he  married  Amanda  Menifee 
Finn,  Dec.  17,  1810.  She  was  the  sister  of  his  brother,  An¬ 
drew  Jackson  Biard’s  wife. 

They  were  the  daughters  of  Edward  and  Martha  (Mul¬ 
lins)  Finn.  Edward  Finn  moved  from  North  Carolina  to 
Wilson  Co.,  Tenn.,  then  to  Lawrence  Co.,  Ala.,  where  he 
died  May  12,  1845.  When  he  died  he  owned  fourteen 
slaves  and  considerable  other  property  and  $4,000.00  in 
cash,  which  was  divided  among  his  eleven  children.  Aunt 
Amanda  received  one  slave  named  Patsy  from  her  father’s 
estate. 

In  1846  Wm.  Washington  Biard,  with  his  household, 
including  Patsy,  came  back  to  Texas  making  the  trip  in 
that  flat-boat  whose  vovage  I  have  alreadv  recounted. 

They  landed  in  Red  River  Co.,  near  Clarksville,  where 
he  and  his  brother,  Jackson  Biard,  made  a  crop.  Mean¬ 
while  they  bought  from  their  brother-in-law,  Robert  S. 
Wheat,  some  land  in  Lamar  Co.,  and  built  two  cabins  on 
it,  to  which  they  moved  the  following  fall  (1847). 

His  first  home,  made  of  logs  as  were  all  the  early 
houses,  stood  where  Antioch  Church  now  is.  His  next 
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home  was  the  first  house  built  in  the  present  village  of 
Biardstown,  which  was  built  on  his  land  and  named  for 
him.  In  all,  he  bought  532  acres  of  Robert  Wheat’s  1,000- 
acre  tract.  He  also  later  bought  another  home  north  of 
his  Wheat  land  and  built  a  house  where  he  died,  Feb.  7, 

1892.  He  was  a  slave  owner.  Besides  Patsy,  who  died  be¬ 
fore  the  Civil  War  and  was  buried  at  Antioch,  he  bought 
another  woman  named  Lucy.  Lucy  was  freed  by  the  war 
and  afterwards  lived  and  died  on  Skidmore  prairie. 

W.  Washington  Biard  donated  the  land  for  Antioch 
Church  and  Cemetery  in  1848.  He  built  and  operated  the 
first  gin  in  Biardstown  in  1860.  The  building  stood  until 
1927,  when  a  heavy  wind  blew  it  down.  He  donated  the 
ground  for  the  colored  church  and  school  in  Biardstown  in 
1883.

ANDREW  JACKSON  BIARD 

ANDREW  JACKSON  BIARD:  b.  Sept.  10,  1814;  d.  June  14, 

1902 

married  Dee.  23,  1833,  in  Limestone  Co.,  Ala. 
DELILAH  FINN;  b.  Sept.  2,  1809;  d.  Aug.  12,  1887 

Andrew  Jackson,  or  “Jackson”  Biard,  was  the  fourth 
child  and  third  son  of  John  Nelson  Biard.  He  was  the 
grandfather  of  the  writer.  He  was  born  in  Bledsoe  Co., 
Tenn.,  but  moved  with  his  parents  to  Limestone  Co.,  Ala., 
when  he  was  four  years  old.  There  he  grew  to  manhood 
and  was  married  to  Delilah,  daughter  of  Edward  and  Mar¬ 
tha  Finn.  His  wife  was  a  sister  to  Amanda  Finn,  whom 
later  his  brother,  Wm.  Washington  Biard,  married.  Deli¬ 
lah  Finn  was  born  in  Wilson  Co.,  Tenn..  but  moved  to  Ala¬ 
bama  with  her  parents.  In  1845  her  father  died,  leaving 
considerable  property  for  the  times,  including  fourteen 
slaves  and  84.000.00.  The  property  and  slaves  were  divid¬ 
ed  among  the  eleven  heirs,  Delilah  getting  a  young  negro 
girl  named  Amanda,  in  her  part. 

After  that  division  they  began  to  prepare  to  come  to 
Texas.  Robert  S.  Wheat,  who  had  married  Elizabeth  Finn, 
a  sister  of  Delilah,  had  already  settled  in  Red  River  Co. 
They  got  him  to  select  and  buy  from  the  State  of  Texas  a 
suitable  piece  of  land  for  a  home.  He  selected  a  1,000-acre 
tract  in  what  was  then  Red  River  Co.,  but  what  is  now  La¬ 
mar  Co.  The  “patent”  to  that  piece  of  land  is  dated  Nov. 
7,  1845. 

But  sickness  intervened  and  they  buried  two  little 
girls  before  they  started.  Little  Martha  Elizabeth,  aged 
three  years,  died  Aug.  8,  1845.  Little  Julia  Texana,  named 
for  the  Texas  to  which  thev  were  moving,  was  born  Oct. 
16,  1845.  She  was  a  sickly  child  and  lived  only  four 
months,  dying  Feb.  24,  1846. 

In  the  spring  of  1846  they  were  all  ready  to  start  to 
Texas.  Andrew  Jackson  and  his  family  embarked  with  his 
brothers,  sisters,  cousins,  neighbors,  husbands,  wives  and 
children,  on  that  flat-boat  whose  journey  I  have  already 
recorded.  They  brought  with  them  all  that  they  possessed: 
furniture,  food,  chickens,  cows,  a  pony  and  their  slaves. 
Delilah  Biard  brought  a  teapot  which  I  now  own,  which 
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has  pink  rosebuds  on  it,  and  a  four-poster  bedstead  which 
was  afterwards  made  into  four  walking  sticks,  one  for  each 
of  their  four  living  children. 

Thev  finally  reached  Red  River  Co.,  Texas,  where  An- 
drew  Jackson  Biard  and  his  brother,  Wm.  Washington 
Biard  stopped  and  made  one  crop.  They  had  been  four 
months  on  the  way.  Robert  S.  Wheat  made  them  a  deed 
to  tlie  land  (Andrew  Jackson’s  part  being  250  acres,  price 
$500.00),  on  Oct.  6,  1846.  In  the  summer  of  1847  they  came 
and  built  two  cabins  on  the  land  and  that  fall  moved  to 
them.  Anderw  Jackson  Biard  spent  the  remainder  of  his 
life  on  that  farm.  He  served  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  ac¬ 
quired  considerable  property. 

He  was  a  charter  member  of  the  First  Christian 
Church  organized  in  Limestone  Co.,  Ala.,  coming  from  the 
Baptist  Church  in  1833,  and  being  baptized  by  Alexander 
Campbell  himself  as  were  all  the  other  members  of  the 
family.  The  name  of  that  church  is  Old  Reunion.  He

helped  to  organize  the  church  at  Antioch  in  Lamar  Co., 
Texas,  in  1848,  and  was  an  influential  member  until  his 
death  in  1902.

There  is  a  large  slab  of  stone  near  a  printing  house  in 
Clarksville  now,  with  his  name  and  the  date  1842  inscribed 
on  it.

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CHAPTER  XIII 


CHURCH  AFFILIATION 


In  this  genealogy  I  have  said  very  little  of  the  religion 
of  the  members  of  the  Biard  familv. 


In  the  beginning,  I  suppose  they  were  all  Baptists.  The 
descendants  of  George  Biard  (born  1777),  who  was  a 
brother  of  John  Nelson  Biard,  were,  and  are  yet,  so  far  as 
I  know  them,  all  Baptists. 

Also,  it  is  known  that  Andrew  Jackson  Biard  came  to 
the  Christian  Churc-h  from  the  Baptist  in  1833,  being  a 
charter  member  of  the  first  Christian  Church  established 
in  Limestone  Co.,  Ala. 

John  Nelson  Biard,  the  ancestor  of  the  majority  of  the 
Lamar  Co.,  Texas,  Biards.  had  married  Rebecca  Stone,  a 
niece  of  Barton  Warren  Slone,  one  of  the  two  men  who 
formulated  the  doctrines  of  the  then  new  Christian  Church, 
so  when  the  new  doctrine  was  first  preached  in  Limestone 
Co.,  Ala.,  by  Alexander  Campbell  himself  in  1833,  her  chil¬ 
dren  joijied  that  church  and  he  organized  with  them  the 
church  at  “Old  Reunion”  about  10  miles  from  Athens,  Ala. 

This  was  the  first  Christian  Church  in  the  Countv. 

%■ 

When,  thirteen  years  later,  the  Biards  migrated  to 
Texas,  they  brought  their  belief  in  the  doctrines  of  that 
church  with  them  and  almost  as  soon  as  they  were  estab¬ 
lished  in  their  new  homes  they  organized  the  Christian 
Church  at  Antioch,  near  Biardstown,  Lamar  Co.,  Texas. 

They  came  to  Lamar  Co.  in  18-17,  and  in  Feb.  1818,  the 
first  grave  was  made  in  the  Antioch  Cemetery,  so  although 
the  records  have  been  lost,  it  is  probable  that  the  church 
was  organized  in  1817  or  1818.  There  were  eleven  charter 
members  and  Squire  Ed  Skidmore,  whose  wife,  Jane 
Cheatham,  had  come  to  Texas  from  Alabama  with  the 
Biards,  was  made  one  of  the  first  Elders  of  the  church. 


Almost  without  exception,  the  descendants  of  those 
Biards  who  settled  Biardstown  and  organized  Antioch 
Church  have  been  members  of  the  Christian  Church.  There 


have  been  two  preachers  of  that  faith  in  the  family,  James 
Monroe  Biard  and  his  son,  James  Robert  Biard.

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It  used  to  be  said  that  the  Biards  were  the  “Royal 
Family”  at  Antioch. 

Though  they  are  widely  scattered  now  they  still  pre¬ 
serve  their  faith  in  t lie  doctrines  of  the  Christian  Church.

Edward  W.  Finn  is  the  first  ancestor  of  whom  we 
have  any  record  on  the  Finn  side.  He  was  of  French 
Huguenot  stock  and  came  from  North  Carolina  to  Wilson 
Go.,  Tennessee,  where  his  daughter,  Delila  was  born,  1809, 
then  to  Limestone  Co.,  Alabama,  where  Amanda  was  born 
in  1819,  and  where  he  lived  until  his  death  in  1845.  He 
had  two  brothers,  William  and  Gabriel  Finn,  who  went 
away  and  were  never  again  heard  from,  and  for  whom 
William  Gabriel  Biard  was  named. 


His  wife  was  Martha  Mullins.  Tier  people  came  from 
Indianapolis,  Ind.  Her  mother  was  a  Hankins,  I  suppose, 
as  she  had  an  uncle,  Jerry  Hankins. 

Edward  Finn  was  a  soldier  in  the  Battle  of  New  Or¬ 
leans,  Jan.  8,  1815. 


His  home  was  at  Cedar  Grove  in  Limestone  Co.,  Ala. 
His  widow  lived  there  until  her  death,  which  was  after 
1858,  and  managed  her  farm.  In  her  letters  to  her  daugh¬ 
ters  she  mentions  her  corn,  wheat,  and  cotton.  She  sold 
some  cotton  in  New  Orleans  in  1852  for  7’%c  per  pound. 


At  his  death  in  1845  Edward  Finn  possessed  a  consid¬ 
erable  amount  of  property  for  the  times.  He  left  a  will 
and  made  his  son-in-law,  J.  M.  Tweedy,  executor.  I  have 
a  copy  of  Tweedy’s  report  to  the  Court.  It  is  an  itemized 
account  of  sales  and  collections  amounting  to  nearly  *84000. 
He  also  had  14  slaves  which  were  divided  among  his  eleven 
children  besides  several  which  his  widow  kept.

His  wife’s  people  were  Baptists;  some  of  them  were 
preachers.

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He  was  one  of  twenty  children  of  a  son  of  the  Earl  of 
Surrey.  His  mother  was  Marv  Warren  Stone.

He  graduated  at  Guilford,  N.  C.,  in  1793.  He  taught 
in  Washington,  Ga.  He  was  a  Presbyterian  and  was  pas¬ 
tor  at  Cane  Ridge  and  Concord,  Ivy.,  in  1798. 

In  1801  with  four  others,  Walter  Scott,  James  O.  Kel¬ 
ley,  Alexander  Campbell,  and  one  other  he  formed  the 
Christian  Church,  founding  churches  in  Ohio,  Kentucky, 
and  Tennessee. 

In  1832  he  united  the  Stoneites  and  Campbellites  in 
Kentucky.  He  moved  to  Jacksonville,  Ill.,  in  1834. 

He  died  at  the  home  of  his  daughter  at  Hannibal,  Mo.. 
Nov.  9,  1844. 

His  first  wife  was  Eliza  Campbell.  The  second,  a  Miss 
Bowen  of  Tennessee,  a  niec'e  of  his  first  wife.  He  had  two 
daughters,  Mrs.  Mary  Anne  Moore  of  Lexington,  Ivy.,  and 
Mrs.  Amanda  W.  Bowen  of  Hannibal,  Mo. 
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
